gobuns, 02 nightly ſhapes: hir chieleſt ſtudie and arme 


Was at pꝛincipallitie, to rule ſsle Queene and gouernour 


ofthe Ringdome, and no war was there to attains to that 
impexialſeat, but by marying with king Morindos, though 


not aà match t, he being diſcended ropally, ſhe but nobly: 
vet by lo2ceries, witchcrafts, and magicke deniles, ſhee 


obtained hir purpoſe, and in this mannerobtained it.

loue oꝛ pꝛeſent death, had dell inie allotted him: foz well 
knew ſhe that no man p2eſumed his pꝛeſence, during this 
time of pleaſure. 

This Madam Miracola, aſiſted by the blacke fates of 
hell, by deluſions won the kings louc : whoſe vnconſtant 
spes, no ſooner firt their inflecting beames on this killing 
cokatrice: but all on a ſodaine fire his loueinflamed,y no⸗ 
thing could quench it, but hir loue topned to his, which 
were imediatelp ſealed togither: lone, deſire, and luſt, ſo 

conſpired againſt his bewitched heart, that he pꝛeſently a- 
uoided the chamber of his intifing damſels, and ſhee of hir 
deluving ſpirits : remaining then but two bodies, two

tics, towers, and townes: Stateſmen ſtoope, and hum- 
Ip kneele vnto my knote: royalfies, dignittes, and al other 
kingly pꝛomot ions are at my diſpoſing: vnto my plealurs 
all the land ſubmits: delights are my vaſſels, both land, 

t ſea as ſubieds ſlciue to make me happy: J am an earth- 
le God, be thoump Goddeſſe, take all theſe honours, 
J will attend on thee, Jie bee thy ſubiect, thy ſeruant, 

J will kills thy foote: deny not my lone fo2 thou 
halt bewitcht my heart, inchaunted me, fired mee 
with a quenchleiſe flame, all my boddie burnes and 
nothing but the iweete Dewe of thy graunt can 
we © bu 
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nuallifie it: make mee either vnioztunate o2 hap⸗ 


longing ſonle, ſhe karre moꝛe tractable to loues motions 
then he, made a kull concluſion ofa willing acceptance in 


this loꝛzt: J haue aminde imperious monarche (ſaid ſhe) 
ſoaring vp to the batlements of heauen, no bace deſires 


no lowebꝛed thought, chall any whit aſpire my pꝛincely 
will: Japme at a kingly bed, where maieſtie fleepes, 
whoſe chamber is imperious, garded with commanding 
{fateſmen:ſcanen weary winters, and as manp ſommers 
haue my hopes bene climing vp this kingly ladder, and 
now on the top ol koꝛtunes wheeleam J fallen into a 
pꝛinces boſome:in louing me (great King) thou conquerell 
kate, thou ſubiecteſt hell, thou maiff (by my alliſtance) 


commaund legions of the black hoaſt to houer oner thy 


Pallace, and in the twinkling of an eye, blaſt vp all thy 
wicked conſperatoꝛs: it our mindes but once pꝛoue cquall 
in the cheare of ſoueraingey, the earth ſhall be farre foo lit · 
tle koꝛ thy gouernement: my magick charmes ſhall vn- 
bowellthe earth, rip vp her boſome, ranſack her rich trea⸗ 
ſures foꝛ thy vle: my magicke charmes loꝛ thee , and fo2 


thy pleaſure ſhall empty the vaſt Ocean and cramthy 


kingdome with thofe riches that mans eye hath not ſeene 
ſince the worlds creation: my charmes fo; thy content 


monds : commaund great king, and the marble tones 
that nom compaſe thy pallace ſhal daunce,and the ayer like 
ſinging Checubins found vs heauenlp hermony : con- 
tents, delights, pleaſures „ toyes , and all the ſolaces of 
heauen and earth ſhall be thy attendants by inuefttng me 
thy equall in great maieſtie:thus, and in thismaner did ſhe 
clime the ſupꝛematie, and fyed vpon her backe the title of 
a QAucne. Being both inchanfed thus, and intangled in 
the ſnares ok defice , they imediately tied Himens knot, 


a band that none ſunders but death: the martage they lo⸗ 
Emnized the ſame night, not able to ftay the moꝛnings riſe,

manner was this mariage telibꝛated, it was euen at the 
midle ot night, when the Scrifch-owle, Kockes „ and 
Doꝛemite, ſlæpe iu foggy miſfes : it was euen at that 
youre when the ghoaſtes of dead men walke, when mur⸗ 
therers dieame of villany, euenlohen d earth had her ſable 
garments on, was this ſacred knot vnited, both being 
impatient ofdelay »heburninginluff, che aſpir ing a king · 
dome, conuerted the holy temple to a mariage bed: be e⸗ 
uer black this deede of hell, and neuer be it tould but with 
à trembling tongue, foꝛ neuer was night moꝛe daͤrke then 
this: the ſable curtines okthe aper were all as pitch, and 
ſeemd to hide this poluted inne: the earth caſt vp ſuch a 
miſty vapour, that extinguiſhed both fire and crellet⸗ 
lights: art could not make one candles flame ,no2 any 
meane of bꝛightneſſe to beholde each other: ſo wicked was 
this enterpꝛiſe of theirs, that both heauen 4 earth chewed 
fatall pꝛodegies, and euerie thing(that diſmall night) 
grew different krom nature: nothing was heard but 
bowling Dogges,croaking Toades, and hifſirg ſnakes, 
vnknowne voyces bellowed in the court, ans the polluted 
Temple ſo vilely ſtaine d, was compaſſed about with gaſt · 
ly ſpirits, Fire⸗dꝛakes and walking Goblins. But marke 
now the ſtrangeſt of al wonders enen at the verie inſtant 
when the ſe ede of pzocreation contopned z euen as it were 
à acrte of mand2akes ſfrocke the King into a madnes, blaſ⸗ 

pheming heauen till his tongue grew dumbe his eyes 
blinde, his eares deaſe, his iopntes numbe and all his bo- 
dye ſhapeleſſe. And as a Beare new whelgpt like a lompe 
of lleſh without faſhion, lay claſped in the armes of this 
new made Nucene. But now whenthe mo2mng came, 
and that the light of heauen ſommond all creatures from 


lleepe, the Nobles of his court came to his bed⸗ ide, think⸗ 
ing to giue them both a iopfull good mozrow , but even as

and vnwillingly lent light dnto the meaner ſfarres:eache 
thing grew contrary to kinds, onely her ſelfe excepted, fo2 
the hauing made an afonement with the pꝛinces of the fie- 
ry wozld, put her whole confidence in them, and onelye 
truſted thzough their aſiſtance, fo lead Foꝛtune in a ſtring 
and at her pleaſure commaund kingdomes. So bppon an 
euening, when the dates bzight eye had left heauens kater 
pallace, and night with her blacke canopie- had compaſt 
in the earth, ſhe betooke her to her pꝛinate chamber, where 
Medea like, the raiſed vp ber ould ſeruants, the furies o:

to no effect, he pꝛe entiꝑ fell lunaticke and dyed, Laſtly, the 
marchant taſted of death 3 cup, as dearly as the others did, 
fo2 alter he had bꝛought a bꝛead {ar better then the bꝛead ol 
wheat, which is the bꝛead of ſaluation, the ſacred bible of 
God which he fetcht from the temple in Jeruſalem: but 
when he ſaw the end ol his hopes rewarded with a viſion 
Or calamitie, he departed to a deſert wildernefſe, onelp in⸗ 
habited with wilde beaſtes, where foz want of foade, he ka⸗ 
milhed himſelſe to death.

tent ok minde wanted, foꝛ nature denied to A her bo⸗ 

die, and grace her with the name ofa mother: therefozs

ded the cauſe of that extraozdinarie reiopſingethe anſwere

The commons ef Moꝛmandie and Pikardie, made an 
inſurrection agsindk the nobilitte, and none but the kings 
pꝛeſence could alap their tumulteous furies, who with al 
ſprede, pꝛincelp pꝛouidꝛd with men, mony and munttion, 
Looke his ierne towards them, Whoſe ablence no ſooner 
gaue wap to the queenes mallice, bat ſhe diſpatched a mel · 
ſenger (one ofthe groomes ofthe kings chamber) to the 
betralied knight and his ladie, not ye; churched.comman- 
ding them by the dewtie of ale 1dgeaace, to repaire vnto 
the couct, and giue attendance in her chamber, till the 
kings returne(onely as ſhe dillembled) the deareſt friends 
to truſt vnto.

he leaſted at one time in the honour ok his greatnes, thzte 
chꝛiſtian kings :to the wonder of them all, he was choakt 
wry a grape hugke, hapning in a cup of Arabian wine: 
this his ſodaine death not onely amazed the whole compa 
np, but dꝛaue ſuch a diſcontent into the minde of Iouina, 
that ſhe purpoſed a pꝛelent reuenge vpon the whole conn- 
trie:and as the tuſtomes of h natids are, that by the death 


of ſuch an imperious pzelate, allthe land r reuene ws fals 


from the wife: fo ſhe to make a lpoile theres made ſuch a 
fagerall banquet, as Spaines chzonicles to this day 
ſpeaks of: fo2 no ſooner had the earth cloſed vp the Cardi⸗ 
nails perfumed bodie, and deliuered the ſame to the ſary 
of conſuming wozmes, but this ginttonous woman by 
ſound of dzum and trumpets, cauſed a pzoclamation to be 
made thꝛoughout all the country, of a free banquet fo2 the 
ſpace offeauen dates, awarding to him oꝛ her that cor-lÞ 


rate oꝛ dꝛinke the moſte,a hoepe of pute gould to compaiſe 


in their bellies: the repoꝛt of this deadly pꝛizs of in, being 


no ſoouer b2nted abzoad, but of rioters, ſpendthꝛitts, glut⸗

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Now louina her ſelke ſeeing the earth almoſt ſtrewd oner 
with ſtikeled carkaſles began to cnuy at the powers of hea⸗ 
uen, and in contempt thereof. dꝛew fooꝛth a ſharpe knife, 
and thꝛeb it vp toward the aire, ſaying, J wil wound fate 
and diſmember the defitntes, in croſling thus the gloꝛv of 
ny magnificent banquet : but the knife the caſt vp neuer
